I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Ceiriog  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st.  December, 1967. 

POPUIuiTIQR  - The  registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  of  Population 
was  7,150,  a decrease  of  20  as  compared  with  1966.  This  decrease  in 
population  has  now  become  a continual  trend  and  follov/s  the  pattern 
that  has  unfortunately  evolved  in  rural  parts  of  Wales  during  this 
centuary. 

BIRTHS  - The  total  number  of  live  births  recorded  was  113  (53  male; 

GO  female)  - an  increase  of  6 on  the  1966  figure.  This  is  in  reverse 
of  the  general  trend  in  England  and  Wales  where  the  total  birthe  have 
fallen  steadily  since  1964. 

Included  in  the  total  are  8 Illegitimate  births, 

BIRTH  Rate  ~ comparability  fact  or  ^^12 

This  was  15.8  births  per  lOOO  mid  year  population  and  v/hen 

adjusted  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  generally  comes  to  17,^7 

v/hich  is  higer  than  the  national  rate  of  17,2. 

This  also  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  1966  adjusted 

rate  of  17.0  for  the  Ceiriog  Rural  District,^ 

STILL  BIRTHS  • The  total  of  2 still  births  is  the  same  as  those  for  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a still  birth  rate  of  17  per  1000  births  as 
compared  with  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  14,7,  The  England  and 
Wales  figure  is  the  lov/est  ever  recorded  and  reflects  the  ever  improving 
maternity  services, 

deaths  - The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  87  as  compared  v/ith  94 
last  year  and  90  in  1965,  There  were  51  male  deaths  and  36  female*  Of 
the  total  of  87  the  majority  (76)  occurred  in  age  groups  55  and  over*

As  in  practically  every  year  nov/adays  the  main  cause  of  death  was  disease 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  which  was  responsible  for  50  deaths 
altogether  - well  over  half  the  total  number.  Contrary  hov/ever  to  the 
general  trend  in  Britain  at  present  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer 
decreased  from  17  in  1966  to  11  this  year. 

There  v;ere  also  decreases  in  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  other 
Respiratory  diseases,  (a  total  of  6 as  compared  with  14  in  1966)  but  an 
increase  in  deaths  attributable  to  accidents  (5  as  compared  to  2 only  in 
1966). 

Other  causes  of  death  included  - Syphilis  (2)  Diabetis  (1)  Ulcer  of 
;^tomach  (l)  and  congenital  Malformation  (1),  The  remaining  10  are  class- 
ified as  "other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases", 

DBATH.  RaTM  ( Gomoar ability  factor  1«0 

The  crude  death  rate  was  12,2  per  1000  raid  year  population  (adjusted 
rate  also  12,2),  The  England  and  Wales  figure  v/as  11,2, 

IImPAL\T  BUxiTHS  - There  v/ere  4 infant  deaths  (under  the  age  of  1 year)  as 
compared  with  3 in  1966,  Of  these  3 occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life 
and  were  associated  with  prematurity  and/or  congenital  malformation.  The 
other  was  due  to  accidental  causes, 

IHPMCTIOUS  BIS-HijiSES,  - a total  number  of  157  cases  v/ere  notified.  Of 
these  148  were  Measles  and  8 Y/hooping  Cough,  One  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  v/as  notified. 

In  1966  only  14  cases  v/ere  notified  of  which  11  v/ere  measles  and  3 Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis, 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  fact  that  Tuberculosis  has  nov/  dwindlled  to 
only  one  case,  v/hich  is  the  lov/est  figure  ever  recorded  in  any  year. 

This  is  in  keeping  v/ith  the  general  pattern  that  has  evolved  in  Great 
Britain  during  this  century  ' particularly  since  the  last  v/ar.  Many  fac- 
tors are  responsible;  notably  the  introduction  of  specific  anti-tubercu- 
losis drugs.  Mass  X-ray  services,  BCG  vaccination  in  schools, tuberculin 
testing  of  dairy  herds  and  the  generally  raised  standards  of  living  par- 
ticularly in  nutrition  and  housing. 
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IKyijCTIOUS  - Measles,  as  always  is  the  most  prevalent  disease. 

It  will  be  most  interesting  to  see  the  effect  of  vaccination  against 
this  disease  in  future  years.

, ~ ^ ^ scheme  provides  for  the  erection  of  4 dv/elling 

houses  and  28  flats.  Central  heating  is  a feature  of  these  dwellings  - 
the  houses  being  heated  with  solid  fuel  whilst  the  flats  by  gas;  the  gas 
being  brought  into  the  district  by  the  \vales  Gas  Board,  The  development 
provides  the  first  part  in  the  redevelopment  of  the  iiluminium  Bungalov; 
site  at  Bronywaun  and  allov/s  for  the  re-housing  of  19  fanilies  from 
these  Bungalov/s,  Erection  commenced  on  9th*  October^  1967, 


GLYRCEIRI QG. 

The  development  of  this  housing  site  is  to  be  in  two 
stages,  the  first  being  the  provision  of  16  dwellings  ie,  flats,  houses 
and  bungalows.  Electricairecentral  heating  is  to  be  used  in  these 
dwellings.  Work  is  due  to  commence  on  1st,  March, 1968  and  completion 
1st,  March, 1969, 


LIxiRGEDV/YR, 

The  land  available  for  development  on  this  site  is 
again  to  be  developed  in  stages,  the  first  one  being  the  erection  of  4 
houses  and  4 bungalov/s.  Solid  fuel  heating  is  to  be  installed.  This 
scheme  has  not  been  finalized  but  it  is  expected  that  a start  v/ill  be 
made  on  the  contract  during  the  summer  months. 


BROKYW^ 

>iS  the  aluminium  Bungalows  regrettably  have  come  to 
the  end  of  their  useful  life,  it  has  been  decided  that  redevelopment  of 
this  site  should  take  place.  The  Council's  architect  is  proceeding  with 
the  preparatiorB  necessary  and  it  has  been  decided  that  tjie  area  should 
be  developed  in  stages.  Stage  1,  being  the  vacating  and  demolition  of 
the  bungalows  follo?7ed  by  the  building  of  new  dwellings  on  the  vacated 
site,  Tenants  from  the  remaining  bungalows  v/ould  then  be  able  to  occupy 
the  nev/ly  developed  dv/ellings  after  v/hich  the  demolition  and  building  of 
further  new  dwellings  can  proceed. 


Halt OR 

It  v/as  decided  that  further  housing  development  is 
needed  in  this  parish  and  the  Councils  architect  has  been  instructed  to 
prepare  a scheme. 

It  can  be  seen,  therefore, the  Council  have  in  the 
next  fev/  years,  a very  comprehensive  housing  programme.  There  is  hov;- 
ever  a need  to  look  at  the  old  as^  v;ell  as  the  new  and  it  v/ill  be  neceasary 
to  consider  the  implementation  of  a slum'  clearance  scheme  for  sub-standard 
dv/ellings.

The  improvement  of  the  74  houses  at  Chirk  Green  by  the 
provision  of  bathroom  v/ith  bath,  v/ash  basins  indoor  W.Cs  sink,  hot  and 
cold  water  supply,  food  stores  and  outbuildings,  is  still  in  progress.

The  result  of  this  scheme  v/ill  be 
most  pleasing  and  v/ill  help  to  improve  the  amenity  of  this  area*  It  is  a 
great  pity  that  it  v/as  not  possible  to  carry  out  improvements  to  the 
remaining  three  cottages  in  the  terrace.

finished  during  1968,

It  v/as  decided  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  that  v/here 
possible  and  v/here  tenants  so  desired  garages  v/ould  be  erected  on  gardens, 
and  a scheme  v/as  drav/n  up  for  either  the  Council  to  erect  the  garage  and 
carry  out  the  ancillary  works  and  charge  a rent  or  the  tenant  v/ould  be 
allov/ed  to  do  the  same  v/ork  provided  the  garage  v/as  left  at  the  end  of  the 
tenancy  v/hen  the  Council  v/ould  purchase  the  garage. 

So  far  applications  have  been  received  from  tv/o  tenants  who 
v/ish  to  erect  the  garages  themselves  and  four  tenants  have  asked  the 
Council  to  provide  the  garages.

Investigations  are  being  carried  out  to  ascertain  v/hether 
a suitable  supply  of  v/ater  can  be  obtained  from  a spring  in  the  locality, 
to  augment  the  Councils  present  supply.  If  these  investigations  prove 
successful,  there  will  be  no  need  to  carry  out  a costly  pumping  scheme. 


UEWAGE  DI3PQBui.L 

The  scheme  for  the  making  of  a nev/  conventional  type  sev/age 
disposal  v/orks  at  Rhosyv/aun  has  been  approved  and  v/ork  commenced  on  this 
contract  in  ^^ugust  1967,  The  plans  are  for  the  development  in  two 
stages,  the  cost  of  the  first  stage  being  £180,000, 

Work  is  progressing  most  satisfactory  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  this  stage  v/ill  be  in  operation  near  the  end  of  1968,  The  plans 
also  include  for  the  laying  of  a nev/  storm  v/ater  sewer  from  Chapel  lane 
to  the  old  Black  Park  railv/ay  line.  The  nev/  v/orks  are  much  needed  and 
will  not  only  provide  for  present  demands  but  also  for  future  residential 
and  industrial  development. 


SEPTIC  T^^K  SCHE1.IE 


During  the  second  year  of  operation  of  this  scheme  114 
septic  tanks  have  been  emptied.  There  are  still  quite  a number  of  pro- 
perties v/here  tanks  are  not  emptied  due  to  the  ov/ners  not  having  com- 
plied v/ith  the  conditions  of  the  scheme.

D ue  to  the  weather  conditions  v/hich  exist  in  this  part  of 
the  district  during  the  winter  months  it  v/as  agreed  that  the  commence- 
ment of  this  contract  should  be  delayed.  This  scheme  v/ill  provide  a 
much  needed  amenity  in  this  popular  beauty  spot.

Due  to  the  Foot  and  liouth  outbreak  during  the  latter  part  of 
1967,  restriction  on  the  movement  of  animals  v/ere  improved,  and  this 
necessitated  the  temporary  opening  of  the  unlicensed  slaughterhouse.  It 
v/as  also  responsible  for  a butcher  from  outside  the  district  making  use 
of  the  facilities  of  one  of  the  licenced  slaughter  houses  during  this 
period.  This  is  mainly  the  reason  for  the  increased  throughput  of  animals 
ie,  2549  this  year  as  compared  to  786  last  year, 

494  lbs,  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  unsuitable  for 
human  consumption  and  this  v;as  removed  from  the  premises  by  Contractors 
employed  by  the  licence es. 


There  is  one  small  establishment  in  the  district  v/ith  facili- 
ties for  slaughtering  poultry.  These  are  rarely  used  and  in  fact  v/ere 
not  used  during,  the  year.
